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Baths to 
get £1m 
revamp 
in plans 

WALSALL Gala Baths will 
get a £1 million makeover 
under revived ambitious 
plans. The borough council 
wants to invest in the town 
centre baths despite having 
to make millions of savings 
in the next year. 

Firm plans are now being 
drawn up to include a 
changing area, sauna room, 
extended fitness suite and 
pool improvements. The 
prospect of transforming 
the outdated Tower Street 
site, more 50 years old, was 
first raised last year. 

But the former Conserv¬ 
ative-led council then re¬ 
vealed it was looking at the 
option of replacing the Gala 
Baths and creating a new 
swimming pool and mul¬ 
ti-storey car park complex. 
However, with the Labour 
group now in control, the 
building is set to be main¬ 
tained and given a £lm 
spruce-up in the 2015/16 
budget. 

Leisure chief Council¬ 
lor Khizar Hussain said: 
“The refurbishment of Gala 
Baths has been included in 
the draft budget capital pro¬ 
gramme to reflect the coun¬ 
cil’s earlier commitment to 
consider an investment of 
around £lm to extend the 
life of this town centre fa¬ 
cility. It will complement 
the recent decision to re¬ 
construct Bloxwich and Oak 
Park leisure centres.” 

Village loos 
may be shut 

PUBLIC toilets in Pel- 
sall will be closed to save 
£12,000 under plans re¬ 
vealed by the council. 

The council facilities in 
the old library are currently 
open from 7.30am to 3pm, 
Monday to Friday. The au¬ 
thority says there are toilets 
in the nearby Pelsall Village 
Centre. 

A report to the coun¬ 
cil, led by Councillor Sean 
Coughlan, states: “There 
will be minimal to no im¬ 
pact in light of availability of 
toilets at the Pelsall Village 
Centre which is open for 
longer than the old library.” 


COUNCIL FIGHTS 
VERMIN THREAT 


ENVIRONMENTAL health officers in 
Walsall have issued over 450 enforce¬ 
ment notices over the last four years 
in the battle against waste which it is 
feared may attract vermin. 

A total of 455 instances have been cited with 
residents and businesses ordered to clear away 
accumulations of rubbish on land across the 
borough. 


Walsall Council chiefs say 
the majority of issues since 
April 2010 has been around 
residential properties rather 
than commercial. 

They insist the issuing 
of statutory notices is only 
taken when necessary due 
to the state or lack of co-op¬ 
eration. Councillor Khizar 
Hussain, portfolio holder 
for community and leisure, 
said: “In the first instance 
we would try to resolve any 
issues directly with the indi¬ 
vidual or business owner. 

Reasonable 

“Statutory notices are 
served either when a sit¬ 
uation is so bad that im¬ 
mediate action is required 
to resolve it or when an 
informal approach has not 
worked. We always try to 
be reasonable but those who 
are responsible for these 
crimes must understand 
that they are wasting peo¬ 
ple’s hard-earned income 
when we have to carry out 
clean-up operations and we 
will not tolerate this kind of 
behaviour.” 

It comes as there has been 
a spate of hygiene issues 
with takeaways and restau¬ 
rants across the borough 
this month. There have 
been four forced to tempo¬ 
rarily close amid concerns 
over sub-standard condi¬ 
tions. In the most recent 
case flies and rat droppings 
were found inside premises. 

It emerged last week that

an average of 100 extra 
cases of fly-tipping each 
month were recorded in 
Walsall during the last year, 
although the number of 
cases of littering fell. 

Problems with piles of 
rubbish being dumped 
across parts of the borough 
over the last two years. 

In 2012/13 there was an 
average of 172 fly tipping 
incidents per month which 
increased to 282 during the 
last year. However, during 
the same time period the 
average amount of cases of 
litter in a month dropped 
from 111 to 88. 

Cameras to capture 
fly-tipping have already 
been introduced by Walsall 
Council as part of measures 
to tackle the issue. 

Council bosses, who 
launched a £100 reward 
scheme for information 
leading to prosecutions, re¬ 
vealed earlier this year it 
had cost £206,311 to deal 
with such dumped rubbish 
over a 12-month period. 

Authorities across the 
country are being asked to 
take part in a parliamen¬ 
tary inquiry into litter and 
fly-tipping by the Communi¬ 
ties and Local Government 
Select Committee. This is to 
get evidence about how big 
a problem it is and to assess 
whether current policies are 
sufficient.

The artwork, by self-taught 
artist Ian Edwards, aged 50, of 
Minewood Close, Bloxwich, who 
works in the aerospace industry, 
is being displayed at Bloxwich Li¬ 
brary until November 14. 

Nine acrylic painting of planes 
depicting the Royal Flying Corps 
before, during and after the war 
have been included in the exhi¬ 
bition. 

One of the paintings shows a 
Sopwith Camel British biplane 
in combat with a Fokker triplane 
over the Western Front in 1914. 

Mr Edwards, whose great 
uncle, Private Ernest Merry from 
the King’s Royal Rifle Corps died 
in the Battle of the Somme in 
July 1916, aged 21, said: “I have 
an interest in aviation and have 
been painting for years. 

“I have done various exhibi¬ 
tions around the Midlands.” 


Cameron 
in tribute 
as MR set 
to retire 

PRIME Minister David 
Cameron has paid trib¬ 
ute this week to veteran 
Aldridge-Brownhills MP Sir 
Richard Shepherd, who has 
announced he is standing 
down at the next election. 

The 71-year-old said the 
change to bring in fixed five- 
year Parliaments had made 
him consider how he would 
be 77 by the time he finished 
another full term. He was 
elected to the constituency 
in 1979, in the election that 
brought Margaret Thatcher 
to power, and has held the 
seat ever since. 

Sir Richard was knighted 
last year but is known as 
one of the Tories’ most re¬ 
bellious MPs - something 
that once saw him stripped 
of the Tory whip in the 
1990s for his stance on the 
European Union. 

Official figures say he has 
voted against his own party 
more than one in 10 times. 

Mr Cameron said: “Rich¬ 
ard Shepherd has enjoyed 
a long and distinguished 
career in Westminster, 
providing a strong voice 
for his constituents in 
Aldridge-Brownhills for 
three and a half decades. I 
was delighted when Richard 
was honoured for his long¬ 
standing public service last 
year and wish him the very 
best for a happy and well-de¬ 
served retirement.”

THE decision of veteran 
Conservative MP Sir Rich¬ 
ard Shepherd to stand down 
leaves his party facing a race 
against time to find a new can¬ 
didate. 

The Aldridge-Brownhills 
MP is the third Tory in the 
Black Country and Stafford¬ 
shire to announce he will not 
be contesting his seat in the 
General Election next May. 


The Conservatives are al¬ 
ready trying to find someone 
to replace Chris Kelly as can¬ 
didate in Dudley South after 
the Eurosceptic MP decided he 
would only serve a single term. 

In Aldridge-Brownhills, the 
party will need to have a new 
candidate in place quickly to 
get on the campaign trail and 
build support. 

Sir Richard said the decision 


by the coalition government to 
bring in fixed term, five-year 
Parliaments had made him 
consider his age. He will be 77 
by the 2020 General Election. 

Sir Richard said: “I was al¬ 
ways against fixed-term Par¬ 
liaments because it deprives 
people of the vote in the case 
of a Government collapsing, 
when normally another elec¬ 
tion would take place. It’s an 


unusually long time for a Par¬ 
liament to last.” 

In a letter to his Conserva¬ 
tive association, Sir Richard 
said: “I cannot express ade¬ 
quately my gratitude to you 
and all of the officers and mem¬ 
bers of the Aldridge-Brown¬ 
hills Conservative Association, 
both past and present, for the 
support and confidence given 
to me over so many years.” 


Tips may shut on two 
days in cutbacks move 


TIPS in Walsall will be shut two days a week 
to save nearly £100,000, it has emerged. 

The sites in Fryers Road, Bloxwich and Merchants 
Way, Aldridge, face a cut in their opening hours 
despite council bosses revealing plans to make bin 
collections fortnightly instead of weekly in a move 
which they say could increase demand at the tips. 

Both sites are currently open six days a week, and 


Governors 
recruited to 
help schools 

MORE than 30 new gover¬ 
nors have been recruited 
across Walsall following 
plans to improve struggling 
schools in the wake of a 
damning Ofsted report. 

A recruitment campaign 
was launched as part of an 
action plan drawn up by 
the council after an inspec¬ 
tion found that the number 
of children in inadequate 
schools was too high. 

The draft plan states 
‘strong governors’ will be 
sent to support weaker gov¬ 
erning bodies and advisers 
from the local authority 
would also be sent into 
schools where leadership is 
said to be less than good . 

It also suggests carrying 
out early reviews of schools 
at risk of dropping a cate¬ 
gory in an Ofsted inspection 
or any school due to be in¬ 
spected within the academic 
year to see if further sup¬ 
port is required. 

The plans aim to increase 
the proportion of pupils in 
the borough who attend 
‘good or better schools’ by 
10 per cent in 2014-15 and 
by a further five per cent in 
2015-16. 

Lynda Poole, assistant 
director for access and 
achievement, said 32 school 
governors had been re¬ 
cruited and active recruit¬ 
ment would continue. 


from 8am to 7pm on one of 
those days. But under the 
new plans, they will only 
open 9am to 5pm, with the 
Bloxwich facility closing on 
Thursday and Friday, and 
Aldridge on Tuesday and 
Wednesday. 

A report to the council 
states that switching the 
bin collections to once a 
fortnight is likely to have 
an impact on demand at the 
tips. It goes on to state: “Al¬ 
though the opening hours 
and number of days are 
reduced, residents will still 
have access to a household 
waste recycling centre every 
day of the week and both 
sites will remain open at 
weekends.” 

It adds: “This service 
affects all residents in the 
borough. The council has a 
statutory duty to provide 
a Household Waste Recy¬ 
cling Centre for residents. 
Only the opening hours will 
change; the nature of the 
service will not change. Res¬ 
idents will be able to dispose 
and recycle the same type of 
materials as they do now. It 
is likely that queueing times 
at the site, particularly at 
weekends, will be longer.” 

Changes will also see 
opening hours drop from 
113 during the summer, 
to just 80 all year round. In 
summer, the Bloxwich site 
is open from 8am to 7pm on 
Wednesdays while Aldridge 
opens 8pm to 6pm Monday, 
Tuesday, Thursday and Fri¬ 
day. 

It comes as the council 
has unveiled its controver¬ 
sial masterplan to save £86 
million from its budget over 
the next four years

IT took 40 hours to create and is sure to 
send a chill up spines this Halloween. This 
creepy looking wooden carving of Franken¬ 
stein’s monster has been created by talent¬ 
ed artist Simon Patel from Walsall. 

The 38 year old usually carves his im¬ 
pressive creations out of pumpkins every 
Halloween but has recently turned his at¬ 
tention to wood. “This one took about a 
week,” he said. “I worked a few hours every 
day.

It’s a lot harder to carve things out of wood 
compared to pumpkins as you’d imagine.”

The group employs 
more than 400 across the 
Chamberlin and Hill sites 
in Walsall and Leices¬ 
ter; Russell Ductile Cast¬ 
ings, Scunthorpe, and 
engineering businesses Ex- 
idor, Cannock, and Petrel, 
Birmingham. 

Bus company 
take on route 

A BUS service that was 
funded by a councillor is be¬ 
ing taken on by a transport 
firm for a trial run. 

Walsall Councillor Rich¬ 
ard Worrall sponsored the 
35A route between Walsall 
town centre, Rushall, and 
Aldridge on Sunday eve¬ 
nings. Now Arriva Midlands 
has agreed to fund the ser¬ 
vice but warns it could with¬ 
draw it if not enough people 
use it. 

Councillor Worrall said: 
“I feel they have done me 
and my constituents a big 
favour, and the key message 
stays the same — use it or 
lose it.”

Takeaway 
shut over 
hygiene 
problems 

A RESTAURANT and take¬ 
away found swarming with 
flies and rat droppings has 
become the fourth business 
in a fortnight to be closed 
by environmental health 
officers in Walsall town cen¬ 
tre. 

Chipmasters in Lower 
Hall Lane was issued with 
a hygiene emergency prohi¬ 
bition notice and was closed 
on Friday. Council officers 
say they found a large num¬ 
ber of flies throughout the 
shop crawling over food 
preparation surfaces, equip¬ 
ment and crockery includ¬ 
ing mugs and plates used by 
customers. 

Walsall’s community and 
leisure chief Councillor 
Khizar Hussain said: “This 
is the fourth business to 
be closed by environmental 
health officers in the space 
of a fortnight and once again 
shows we will not tolerate 
sub-standard conditions 
which pose a serious health 
risk to the public. 

“Although there was 
evidence of rats present I 
understand the insanitary 
conditions by themselves 
were a serious cause for 
concern. This gives out 
a clear message that we 
will not hesitate to close a 
business on the grounds 
of cleanliness alone where 
warranted.”

Hospital hit by 48,000 patient 


ALMOST 50,000 appointments were 
missed by patients in just 12 months, say 
bosses at Walsall Manor Hospital. 

Thousands of outpatients failed to turn 
up at the hospital and sessions at commu¬ 
nity clinics wasting millions of pounds. 

Hospital chiefs have admitted though 
that some of those who didn’t arrive hadn’t 
been able to get through on an outpatients 
appointment line to cancel. 

Ian Baines, director of finance and per¬ 
formance at Walsall Healthcare NHS Trust 


said: “It is always frustrating when patients 
do not arrive for their scheduled appoint¬ 
ments. Obviously, this does have financial 
implications for the trust but more impor¬ 
tantly, the appointment could have been 
used by another patient, had notice of can¬ 
cellation been given. 

“However, we are also aware that pa¬ 
tients have been experiencing problems 
getting through on our outpatients appoint¬ 
ments line and we are currently working 
hard to fix this.” 


Bosses couldn’t provide a breakdown of 
the money wasted but say for those appoint¬ 
ments with a consultant the cost of a missed 
session can range from £167 to £253 a go. 

In total 48,202 didn’t attend their sched¬ 
uled visits. The missed appointments in¬ 
cluded sessions such as seeing a consultant 
or physiotherapist. The highest cost for a 
missed consultant appointment is £253 for 
geriatric medicine, and the lowest is £104 
in dermatology. 

The trust which has targeted savings of 


no-shows 

£10.7 million this year has already racked 
up a deficit of more than £4m 

It has been struggling to deal with in¬ 
creasing number of patients, with more 
people coming from Staffordshire. 

It was recently fined £120,000 because 
patients had not been seen quickly enough. 

The trust was told to pay the cash for 
failing to meet its four hour target between 
July and September this year. A total of 88 
per cent of patients were seen within four 
hours or less between July and September.

Library closure plans spark protest

A CAMPAIGN to save a Walsall li¬ 
brary that is to close as part of budget 
savings has attracted more than 
1,000 hits on social media. 

Residents in Pheasey are up in 
arms after council chiefs revealed it 
is among eight communities where a 
van will operate instead. 

Walsall Council wants to make sav¬ 
ings of £29 million next year, with 487 
jobs set to be axed. A further £57m 
will be cut over the following three 
years. 

Pheasey Library based at the 
Collingwood Centre, in Collingwood 
Drive, is among the services ear¬ 
marked to close along with 12 chil¬ 


dren’s centres, and Walsall Museum 
in Lichfield Street. In addition to set¬ 
ting up a Facebook page to vent their 
feelings campaigners have launched a 
petition. 

Councillors have also held a meet¬ 
ing with library users to discuss the 
closure move and campaigners have 
visited the site to show their concern 
about the proposals. 

Ward representative Councillor 
Chris Towe said: “We are shattered by 
the decision taken to close the facility. 
It is extremely popular and well-used. 
It is one of the libraries that are fur¬ 
thest away from Walsall town centre. 
People will have to travel to get to the 


nearest library building in Aldridge. 
Ours is vibrant with reading groups 
and lots of children come in to do 
their homework. The Save Pheasey 
Library Facebook page has so far at¬ 
tracted about 1,000 hits.” 

Under plans five libraries will 
shut next year, including Beechdale, 
Pheasey, South Walsall, Streetly and 
Walsall Wood. Three others in Blake- 
nall, New Invention and Rushall will 
close the following year. 

The move will save the authority 
£565,722 to £385,092 in 2015/2016 
and £180,630 in 2016/2017. Other 
cost cutting measures include bin col¬ 
lections becoming fortnightly. 


IF her big brown eyes and swirling red curls 
didn’t steal your heart, then you had no 
chance of withstanding her infectious smile.

On the Team Margot web¬ 
site her parents broke the 
heartbreaking news which 
followed her relapse in June. 

More than a thousand 
people took to the Team 
Margot Facebook page to 
pay tribute to the flame- 
haired tot and express their 
sadness and support to the 
Martini family. 

‘Inspiring’, Tittle angel’ 
and ‘brave’ were just some 
of the words to describe 
Margot. 

On Twitter, where the 
@Swab4Margot campaign 
had been vocal, hundreds of 
supporters tweeted #RIP- 
Margot as it emerged the 
courageous youngster had 
lost her battle. 

In an effort to continue 
the campaign they posted 
links to www.deleteblood- 
cancer.org.uk 

The family had posted on 
Sunday that they were tak¬ 
ing things ‘hour by hour’ 
revealing the two-year-old’s 
condition had ‘deteriorated 
significantly’ 

It said: “It’s an extremely 
difficult time for Margot and 
for all the family. 

“The only thing we can 
now do is continue to moni¬ 
tor her constantly changing 
condition and try and keep 
her comfortable. 

“Margot has been asleep 
all day and she continues to 
sleep peacefully. Mercifully, 
for now at least the drugs 
appear to be working.” 

Her parents also said 
nothing more could be done 
to save the toddler and that

she was ‘beyond rescue’ ear¬ 
lier this month. 

It had so nearly been a 
story of dreams for Margot 
who sparked a world-wide 
campaign to help give her 
the precious gift of life. She 
was diagnosed with both 
acute lymphoblastic leukae¬ 
mia (ALL) and acute mye¬ 
loid leukaemia (AML) when 
she was just 14 months old. 

Doctors at Great Ormond 
Street Hospital have seen 
just three times cases like 
it in the past decade but her 
parents never gave up hope. 

Through their despair 
they appealed for help, for 
donors to step forward as 
they showed amazing brav¬ 
ery to go public in an ambi¬ 
tious hunt to find a perfect 
stem cell match. 

An online appeal was 
started to raise awareness 
of Margot’s plight. An on¬ 
line video was seen by more 
than 60,000 people, while 
Facebook group Team Mar¬ 
got attracted more than 
17,000 followers.

Block makeover 
wins top award 

A MULTI-million pound 
makeover of a tower block 
in the Black Country has 
received a national award. 

Walsall Housing Group 
spent around £3 million on 
an eco-friendly renovation 
of the 65-home block at 
Austin House. 

The building in Lower 
Forster Street is heated by 
a ground-source heat pump 
and the housing group re¬ 
ceived an award for ret¬ 
rofit project of the year at 
the Sustainable Housing 
Awards in London.

I fell off. 

A STUDY in China suggests that babies born from fro¬ 
zen embryos are more sociable than those conceived nat¬ 
urally.

TOLD you so. Five months ago I wrote that the figure 
of 888,246 ceramic poppies planted at the Tower of Lon¬ 
don, to be sold for service charities, was too small and that 
“everyone who wants a ceramic poppy should be able to 
buy one.” The alternative, I suggested was “ a limited edi¬ 
tion creating an artificial shortage and being sold online for 
obscene profits.” Sure enough, all 888,246 poppies - one 
for every British warrior killed in the First World War - have 
now been snapped up. Thousands of folk will be disap¬ 
pointed. Watch out for the profiteering to begin. 

They 
questioned elderly folk about how much booze they con¬ 
sumed in a week - and then checked the answers against 
the empty bottles in their bins. You will not be surprised to 
learn that the number of empties was more than the old 
‘uns admitted to. It is high time another group of scientists 
examined the phenomenon noticed by so many of us. If 
you leave empty bottles in a bin for more than a few days, 
they start breeding. 

RESEARCHERS in the US city of Boston claim a pint of 
beer a day may improve a man’s fertility. But don’t over¬ 
do it. As Shakespeare warned us, long before Boston 
was even founded, alcohol “provokes the desire but takes 
away the performance.” 

IF you wanted to make a 
new Dad’s Army movie, no- 
one could hope for a better 
cast than Tom Courtney, Mi¬ 
chael Gambon, Blake Har¬ 
rison and the others now 
assembled on the set at Bri¬ 
dlington.

So as you are 
reading this there’s a good chance that someone, some¬ 
where in Britain is sitting down to a meal of African ape or 
fruit bat - containing God knows what. 

WHAT’S up, Doc? Christmas come early? The plan, an¬ 
nounced yesterday, to pay GPs £55 for every case of de¬ 
mentia they diagnose is wide open to abuse. When some 
senior GPs warn that it may lead to patients being wrongly 
diagnosed, what they are actually saying is that they don’t 
trust some of their colleagues. So can we at least insist on 
one tiny check? If some doctors are found to be diagnos¬ 
ing far more dementia than other practices, let’s send in 
HM Revenue & Customs to have a good close look at their 
financial affairs. We’d be mad not to.

Jail for spurned lover who burgled ex 


A MAN who broke into his ex-girl¬ 
friend’s home three times, assault¬ 
ing her and leaving graffiti on her 
bedroom wall, has been jailed for 40 
months. Recorder Miss Abigail Nix¬ 
on described James Humpage as ‘a 
mean and cowardly’ man who ‘de¬ 
liberately’ terrified his victim. 

Humpage, aged 24, of Teddesley 
Street, Walsall, pleaded guilty to 
two charges of burglary, one charge 


of common assault, and a further 
charge of burglary with intent to 
cause unlawful damage when he 
appeared before Wolverhampton 
Crown Court. 

Mr Robert Edwards, prosecuting, 
said when his victim wanted to end 
their relationship Humpage seemed 
unable to accept it. He said in June 
this year the woman returned to her 
home in Walsall to find a window 


had been smashed. Humpage was 
arrested, and told police he consid¬ 
ered himself to still be in a relation¬ 
ship with her, said Mr Edwards. 

The court was told that the fol¬ 
lowing month the woman returned 
home one day to be confronted 
by Humpage demanding to know 
who ‘Lee’ was. “The defendant, in 
a rage, punched her to the right 
cheek, leaving her dazed.” 


Five days later she found her bed¬ 
ding had been slashed and graffiti, 
accusing her of being in a relation¬ 
ship with another man, and plead¬ 
ing with her to take him back, had 
been written on her bedroom wall. 

Mr Nigel Ford, representing 
Humpage, said his client had taken 
the break-up of his relationship 
badly and was drunk at the time of 
the offences, but had since detoxed. 


Drink-related issues 
at lowest for a decade 


THE number of underage drinkers admit¬ 
ted to hospital through drink in Walsall has 
been its lowest in a decade, despite the lat¬ 
est damning figures for the Black Country, 
health bosses say. 

Alcohol-related crime in the borough has also fall¬ 
en over the last five years, Public Health Walsall 
has said. Statistics from Alcohol Concern show hun¬ 
dreds of thousands of people across the Black Coun¬ 
try and Staffordshire ended up in hospital or needed 


NHS care. 

Figures showed in one 
year, 399 people died of 
drink-related causes in Staf¬ 
fordshire, 161 in Sandwell, 
142 in Dudley, 119 in Wal¬ 
sall and 115 in Wolver¬ 
hampton. Walsall has an 
estimated 34,058 hazardous 
drinkers and 10,772 who are 
alcohol dependent. 

Councillor Ian Robertson, 
portfolio holder for health, 
said: “I’m sure many people 
would have been shocked 
by those figures from Alco¬ 
hol Concern but I think it’s 
important to look at the pro¬ 
gress that is being made in 
our borough too. 

“We’re all aware that 
alcohol, when consumed 
responsibly, can have a pos¬ 
itive impact on people in 
celebratory settings but for 
a minority of people alco¬ 
hol misuse can lead to poor 
health, premature death, 
homelessness, family break¬ 
down and offending. 

“Public Health colleagues 
advise that alcohol is the 
biggest lifestyle health risk

after smoking tobacco and 
alcohol dependency has 
such a impact on so many 
other areas of people’s 
lives.” 

He added this can range 
from lost productivity, an¬ 
ti-social behaviour, domestic 
violence, road fatalities and 
mental health problems for 
children of dependent drink¬ 
ers and child safeguarding 
issues. 

As part of the Safer Wal¬ 
sall Partnership the reduc¬ 
tion of alcohol-related harm 
in the borough has been pri¬ 
oritised. 

“Its strategy over the 
last five years has resulted 
in a year-on-year decrease 
in alcohol-related recorded 
crimes in Walsall,” Coun¬ 
cillor Robertson said. “Al¬ 
cohol-related crime has 
been falling in Walsall since 
2008/09 falling by 29 per 
cent against a regional rate 
of 25 per cent and national 
fall of 21 per cent.

Monthly 
hospital 
temps bill 
over £750k 

THE cost of agency staff at 
Walsall Manor Hospital rose 
to more than £750,000 in 
just a month, latest figures 
have revealed. 

It is the highest in the 
financial year so far and 
comes despite the overall 
bill for temporary workers, 
which includes locum and 
bank staff, falling. 

A total of £766,000 was 
spent on agency workers in 
September, from a total cost 
of £1.68m. 

Walsall Healthcare NHS 
Trust has been battling to 
control the cost of tempo¬ 
rary workers. This has seen 
it start the recruitment for 
70 permanent new nurses. 

Despite the increase in 
agency staff, the amount 
spent on locums reduced 
from £500,000 in August 
to £408,000 last month. 
The level of expenditure on 
bank workers was cut from 
£640,000 to £509,000. 

Head of finance Ian 
Baines said in a report to a 
meeting of the trust board, 
says: “There was a notice¬ 
able drop in locum cover 
in anaesthetics due to an 
improvement in sickness 
levels, however the use of 
agency staff, particularly in 
nursing rose sharply. 

“Plans have been devel¬ 
oped to reduce expenditure 
and recruit permanently to 
the nursing establishment.” 

Demolition 
of health site 

THE demolition of a for¬ 
mer mental health base is 
due to go-ahead next month 
to pave the way for a mul¬ 
ti-million pound road im¬ 
provement scheme in Wal¬ 
sall. 

Beswick House near the 
Brown Lion junction in 
Pleck needs to be pulled 
down for the £26 million re¬ 
vamp of the network head¬ 
ing towards Darlaston. 

Darlaston Road and Bes- 
cot Road which approach the 
junction are being widened 
as part of the overall scheme 
to improve commuter links 
and ease congestion in the 
long-term.

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Motorist 
jailed over 
death of 
student 

A DRIVER who ploughed 
into a student and left him 
to die on Birmingham’s 
Broad Street has been jailed 
for five years. 

Joseph O’Reilly, who lived 
at the Walsall campus of 
Wolverhampton University, 
was struck by Fahid Saber’s 
Volkswagen Polo as he tried 
to hail a taxi after a night 
out with a friend. 

Police launched an ap¬ 
peal after the driver fled 
the scene in the early hours 
of December 15 but Saber, 
aged 22, was traced to an ad¬ 
dress in the Bordesley area 
of Birmingham. On Friday 
he was jailed at Birming¬ 
ham Crown having pleaded 
guilty to death by dangerous 
driving and a charge of dan¬ 
gerous driving. 

The court was told how 
Mr O’Reilly had been on 
a night out with his friend 
having visited the German 
Christmas Market and later 
the nightclub Gatecrasher. 

Miss Samantha Powis, 
prosecuting, said: “They 
signalled for a taxi outside 
of Walkabout bar and as he 
stepped off the kerb a ve¬ 
hicle driven by the defend¬ 
ant’s friend swerved to miss 
him. However Fahid Saber 
collided with him.” 

Saber then drove his dam¬ 
aged vehicle from the scene 
in an attempt to hide it 
from his family.

inventor hopes idea proves a hot investment

AN INVENTOR is hoping to take the world 
by storm with a simple new way to keep 
roasting meat moist without getting an 
oven dirty. 

Darren Langford runs a lingerie company 
but had a flash of inspiration when he came 
up with the oven tray with a steel lid. 

He has made a prototype and put the de¬ 
sign on the Kickstarter website, which ap¬ 
peals for funding for new projects. 

The 42-year-old, of Walsall Wood, wants 
to raise £188,000 to produce 5,000 trays, 
that would sell for up to £40 each. 

Though he admits he could struggle to 


reach that target, he is hoping that offers 
will start to flood in once the design attracts 
attention. 

He said: “There is nothing out there 
on the market that is like this. There are 
sheets you can put on the bottom of the 
oven but nothing like this. 

Fumes 

“I spent two hours cleaning my oven one 
day and I had to suit up in protective cloth¬ 
ing, open all doors and windows to allow the 
toxic fumes from the cleaning chemicals to 
escape. 


“I thought there must be a way around 
this, and then I came up with this idea,” he 
added. 

The funds needed would pay for the 
equipment needed to make the product and 
the production process. 

The former product engineer and tool 
maker wants to come up with other designs 
in the future but says he believes this prod¬ 
uct could become a top seller.

Breathing new 
life into Sunbeam

Behind the scenes with 
ADAM THOMPSON as 
iconic factory undergoes 
a £10 million revamp 

ABANDONED workshops, light 
fittings still intact and a clock- 
ing-in board gathering dust. 

This is behind the scenes of the 
iconic Sunbeam factory in Wolver¬ 
hampton which is undergoing a £10 
million revamp to turn it into 115 
homes. 

And bosses have revealed they are 
aiming to have the first tenants set-up 
home as early as this Christmas. 

The skeletons of 40 of the apartments 
that will go into the historic former fac¬ 
tory have already been erected. 

Workers are now putting the roof on to 
the first phase of the project which began 
in March with the whole development ex¬ 
pected to be completed by summer 2017. 

Eysesore 

Developer Liam Wordley is overseeing 
the project. He said: “The building has 
been disused for so long I think people 
in Wolverhampton came to get used to it 
being an eyesore. 

“It is on a gateway into the city and 
we are bringing it back to life. The aim 
is for the first phase to be finished by 
Christmas and the first tenants to move 
in by then. 

“I have a passion for attacking prob¬ 
lem buildings and this was one of them. 

“I think when all the scaffolding comes 
down from the outside that’s when peo¬ 
ple will see that it is a new building. 

“Once we restore the Sunbeam letter¬ 
ing on the outside that will be another 
big day.” 

The premises, on the Penn Road Is¬ 
land, has been standing empty since 
1999 and is now surrounded by scaffold¬ 
ing. 


During its lifetime, the Sunbeam fac¬ 
tory was used for industrial uses includ¬ 
ing japanning works and cycling and 
car manufacturing. Sunbeam was most 
famous for its motorcycles which were 
known around the world. The com- 
ing-and-goings of lorries and the sounds 
of the development taking shape have 
brought back to life a reminder of Wol¬ 
verhampton’s once industrial might. 

Inside the structure are dozens of 
deserted workshops that once produced 
thousands upon thousands of motorcy¬ 
cles and bicycles. 


A clocking-in board remains fixed to 
the wall at the entrance of one of the 
workshops and even stickers peeled 
from workers’ bananas are still stuck 
to the wall. 

Many windows have been smashed 
during years of decline and the area 
which will become a communal court¬ 
yard is a mud bath. 

But in just under three years time it 
could be one of the city centre’s biggest 
residential developments with hun¬ 
dreds expected to relocate to the cor¬ 
ner of Paul Street and Pool Street. Mr 


Wordley, a former rugby player, was also 
behind the regeneration of the former 
Territorial Army drill hall in Stafford 
Street, next door to the Hogshead bar, 
which is now student accommodation. 

But he also had a vision for the 19th 
century Sunbeam site - formerly known 
as ‘Sunbeamland’ - something he pur¬ 
chased from regeneration firm Urban 
Splash. This includes maintaining most 
of the factory’s history. 

He said: “We want to keep as many of 
the building’s original features as pos¬ 
sible. 

“Some of the homes have the origi¬ 
nal steel beams and a cast iron pipes in 
them and they all add to the identity of 
the place. It’s about keeping Sunbeam 
alive.” 

In all, the 120,000 sq ft site will be a 
five-storey development with some of 
the apartments that are beginning to 
take shape offering views looking out 
over the south side of the city centre. 
Of the 115 apartments 32 will provide 
learning disability accommodation and 
a total of 109 parking spaces will also be 
created. 

Positive 

MP for Wolverhampton South East 
Pat McFadden said other sites in the city 
need to be redeveloped too. 

He said: “I think it is positive to see 
such a significant site in Wolverhampton 
being fixed-up and it is good for the city 
to see this happen. What we need are 
other locations being revamped. 

“One of the features of Wolverhamp¬ 
ton when you drive around are disused 
buildings and there is a need to bring 
them back into use for the community. 

“It is not only big sites like Sunbeam 
but also the small plots.” 

Councillor for Blakenhall - the ward 
the factory building sits in - John Row- 
ley said it showed people are willing to 
invest in Wolverhampton. He said : “In 
all great industrial town and cities there 
are a number of buildings that symbolise 
its image.”

ED Miliband has made a wise 
choice bringing Pat McFadden 
back to his front bench as shad¬ 
ow Europe minister. 

The Paisley-born MP for Wol¬ 
verhampton South East knows 
only too well about campaigns 
to keep families of nations to¬ 
gether. He went up north to urge 
his fellow Scots to stay in the 
UK. And now he’s making the 
hard-headed, patriotic case for 
the UK to stay in the EU. 

While Labour is sticking firmly 
to holding a referendum only in 
the event of a transfer of power 
to Brussels, Lichfield Tory MP 
Michael Fabricant thinks one is 
‘inevitable’. The big question is 
going to be who will lead the var¬ 
ious sides. 

Even Eurosceptics on the 
Tory benches won’t want to 
concede the ‘out’ campaign to 
Nigel Farage. Nor would UKIP 
want the Conservatives they’ve 
been fighting against to carry 
the standard on their core policy. 

As for the ‘in’ campaign, 
should it eventually happen, Mr 
McFadden is a good choice, 
if not to lead it, then to be very 
prominent within it. He’s some¬ 
one who brings with him a 
wealth of experience and con¬ 
nections with the business world 
and can talk up the economic 
impact of an ‘out’ vote. 

This is a Labour MP, from the 
party that wants to hit the bank¬ 
ers hard for their part in the fi¬ 
nancial crisis, who was also 
able to get the former RBS boss 
Stephen Hester to visit Wolver¬ 
hampton and talk to business 
people. 

Those contacts, incidental¬ 
ly, came in handy when he and 
fellow Wolverhampton MP Paul 
Uppal were campaigning sep¬ 
arately to get the Barbara Hep- 
worth Rock Form statue put 
back in the Mander Centre. RBS 
owns the statue. 

It will be up to Pat McFadden 
to make the most of this new 
role. The Europe question is a 
complicated one. In the wrong 
hands this shadow brief is a poi¬ 
soned chalice. 

The Conservatives are trying 
to not only hold on to seats they 
won in 2010 but gain others to 
give David Cameron the majority 
that eluded him. 

Even so, it is probably beyond 
ambitious to expect to win in 
Warley, part of Labour strong¬ 
hold Sandwell where there is just 
a single Conservative councillor 
out of 72. 

The Tories quietly merged the 
former Warley Conservative As¬ 
sociation with others to form a 
Sandwell Federation. Tory high 
command says it was a demo¬ 
cratic decision taken locally to 
merge the groups. 

Some former members are 
not happy. They want their as¬ 
sociation back. Ewart Johnson 
is one of those. He’s stood for 
election 20 times and never won 
once. Whatever your political 
stance, that’s real dedication to 
the cause.

Street art with a heart - prints donated

THIS rare signed print of a Bank- 
sy-style piece of street art has been 
donated by the man who created it to 
help a community arts festival. 

Graffiti artist Jamie Paul Scan¬ 
lon’s work has been snapped up by 
collectors around the world and ap¬ 
pears alongside such names as Dam¬ 
ien Hirst, Banksy, Andy Warhol and 
Tracey Emin. 

Now the artist, known as JPS, has 
gifted five autographed prints to be 
auctioned on ebay to help fund Wal¬ 
sall’s arts festival. 

It is a huge coup for the town as 
JPS continues to gain international 
recognition with street art that takes 
digs at everyone, from Charlie Sheen 
to Spider-Man. Only five years ago he 


was a self-confessed ‘homeless junkie’ 
but he has used the experience to turn 
his life around. 

Festival organiser Carolyn Bayliss 
has been a fan of his work since watch¬ 
ing his paintings, including this clown 
piece, unfold on his Facebook page. 

She said: “It is not just what he 
does, it is his placement that is so 
good. We became friends in 2012 and 
I’ve exhibited at one of his shows and 
he sent some of his works over for last 
year’s Walsall Arts Fest. I can’t thank 
him enough. 

“He has been part of this from the 
beginning.” 

The 50-year-old, who lives in Walsall 
town centre, said: “The festival is big¬ 
ger this year and has attracted some 


amazing sponsors.” The five pieces - 
including two of the clown image - are 
being auctioned along with a Launer 
London handbag, worth £1,000, which 
has been given a reserve price of £600. 

The three-day contemporary art 
event called Three Days In November 
will be held at The Wheatsheaf pub on 
the Birmingham Road on November 
6 to 8, between midday and 6pm each 
day. 

Other exhibitors will include Dale 
Grimshaw, who will be creating a 
mural on a wall at the back of the pub 
over the the three days. 

Inside the pub a ‘wake’ for 
England, centred on a cof¬ 
fin artwork created by Carolyn 
Bayliss, will be held.

A HIGH-END Walsall sign-maker 
is targeting further expansion after 
securing specialist funding to sup¬ 
port its growing work across the 
UK. 

Redbox Signmakers has invested 
in a state-of-the-art large format 
printer thanks partly to a £5,000 
Black Country GOLD grant, backed 
by the European Regional Devel¬ 
opment Fund and Walsall, Dud¬ 
ley, Wolverhampton and Sandwell 
councils. 

The 10-strong company, founded 
in 2002, is already a favoured 
supplier for brands including 
TM Lewin, Levi’s and Christian 


Louboutin. Based in Upper Short 
Street, Redbox also works with Mid¬ 
lands venues and businesses on in¬ 
door and outdoor signs. 

Redbox design, manufacture, in¬ 
stall and maintain signs and inte¬ 
rior displays as well as vehicle and 
window graphics. Other products 
include tailored point of sale joinery 
and acrylic fabrication. 

The new technology has enabled 
Redbox to strengthen its short term 
signage portfolio, with recent jobs 
for full-colour hoardings at beauty 
retailer Molton Brown in Guildford 
and several pitch-side signs at Wol¬ 
verhampton’s Castlecroft stadium. 


IT has gone before planners eight 
times but residents in Walsall are 
celebrating after seeing off the 
latest bid to build new homes in 
the town. 

Developers have been trying to se¬ 
cure permission to build 14 apart¬ 
ments in Woodside Close, Park Hall. 

Six previous planning applications to 
build three blocks of apartments and an 
electricity substation on the site have been 
thrown out by Walsall Council while the 
seventh attempt in January was not con¬ 
sidered because councillors deemed it had 
not dealt with the previous issues. 

Now an eighth application has been 
turned down by the local authority. 

Councillors were concerned that there 
was not enough parking allocated on the 
site, access to the power station wasn’t good 
enough and there were worries about the 
overall density of the development. 

Almost 300 residents against the plans 
signed a petition to show their opposition. 
A total of 41 letters of objection were lodged 
with the local authority and more than 30 
householders attended the council meeting 
where the plans were thrown out — despite 
having been recommended for approval. 

Councillor Rose Martin said: “Residents 
are concerned about the fundamental is¬ 
sues. Some 285 signatures show the con¬ 
tinuing opposition to the proposals. This 
is not a sustainable location. The roads are 
too narrow, there is not enough parking. 

“This is a known problem area already 
for parking.” 

Councillor Paul Bott said: “I have never 
seen anything so ridiculous in my life. I will 
be voting against this.” 

Bosses behind the development said the 
latest application was a ‘genuine attempt to 
redesign the substation’ 

The site previously housed six one-bed- 
room flats and a two storey house. 

Householder Jenny Roden added: “We 
will fight this again if we have too.”

Gritting crews getting 
to grips with winter

STOCKPILES of grit are ac¬ 
cumulating in Brownhills as 
the borough’s fleet of gritting 
vehicles get ready for the 
start of another winter. 

The Apex Road depot has been 
stocked with around 3,000 tons of 
salt which is ready to be spread 
when the mercury drops below 
zero on around 218 miles of desig¬ 
nated roads. 

Gritting crews have been put on 
standby, with the official winter ser¬ 
vice to start on Saturday, which will 
be November 1. 

A trial run has already taken place 
to ensure that driving routes are clear 
for when the snow and ice begin to fall. 

Operation Snowfall saw six routes 
checked and timed. 

In recent weeks, crews have been 
busy replenishing the 200 grit bins 
around the borough to ensure enough 
salt is available for residents to apply. 

Council chiefs are also reminding 
residents to make sure they and their 
families are ready for the cold snap, 
including getting tyres checked and 
having de-icer and scraper at hand for 
when the winter season kicks in. 

Change 

Walsall Council’s transport chief, 
Councillor Lee Jeavons said: “We’re 
well prepared for winter and any sud¬ 
den change in temperature. 

“At the moment it’s a typically wet 
October, but knowing our weather 
things can change rather briskly. Our 
salt stocks are at a maximum. And 
we’re ready to go.” 

Walsall is divided up into six key 
routes across 218 miles of road which 
can be covered in four hours. 

Highways chiefs are also seeking 
volunteers from the community to act 
as snow champions to help clear up in 
their area during inclement weather.

Walsall’s regeneration boss, Coun¬ 
cillor Mohammad Nazir, said the Ac¬ 
cord Group has now shown an interest 
in transforming the site with several 
shops and living accommodation on 
the first floor. He said: “It is at the 


very first stages but I would welcome 
it.” Spokeswoman for the Accord 
Group, Stella Pitt said: “We can con¬ 
firm that we are in discussions with 
landowners and the council in relation 
to a potential mixed use development 
on the site. There are no further de¬ 
tails at this time.” 

Planning permission would need to 
be granted before any regeneration of 
the site could begin. The mill was flat¬ 
tened following the fire and the £2.7 
million Goldmine centre has since 
been built near to the site.

Factory Roll of Honour 
recalls fallen colleagues 


AN elaborate oil painting 
commissioned by a patriotic 
factory boss is going on dis¬ 
play in Stafford. 

The artwork was commissioned by 
Walter Haddon, chairman of W.H. 
Dorman & Co Ltd in Stafford, to high¬ 
light the sacrifices faced by 300 of his 
workers during the Great War. 

It features the name of every man 
who fought picked out in gold letter¬ 
ing against a background of heavenly 
gates, cherubs and the figure of Christ. 

The unusual 6ft high tribute once 
adorned the walls of the company’s 
Foregate Street site, but has been in 
storage for decades. 

It has been cleaned up and reno¬ 
vated for the centenary of the 1914-18 
conflict and will be on display at the 
Shire Hall Gallery until November 2. 

Philip Jones, of Pennfields, Wolver¬ 
hampton, is a member of the Dorman 
Association for former employees. He 
first came across the painting cov¬ 
ered in dust stacked against a wall in 
a storeroom many years ago when he 
worked as a wages clerk at the firm’s 
Tixall Road site. He was impressed by 
grandeur of the artwork but mainly 
the sheer number of names listed. 

Of those 300 employees who went 
off to war, 24 never returned and are 
given a special listing on the painting.

Dorman’s also brought out a me¬ 
morial booklet containing the photo¬ 
graphs and a brief biography of those 
that died or were reported missing. 
This was given to their next of kin and 
a copy can be seen at The William Salt 
Library in Stafford. 

Among those featured was chief 
wages clerk Harry Cull, of Victoria 
Terrace, Stafford, aged 23, who had 
played football for Aston Villa and 
Cannock FC and was the first secre¬ 
tary of Dorman’s own football club 
before volunteering to serve with the 
Coldstream Guards. 

He was wounded at the Battle of 
Loos and died nine months later in 
hospital in June 1916. Signaller Harry 
Millward, of Brook Street, Stafford, 
worked in the fitting department and 
was aged 21 when killed at Ypres in 
1916 serving with the 6th Stafford- 
shires Battery of the Royal Field Artil¬ 
lery. His fellow shopmate at Dorman’s, 
Bombardier A. Hawkins, carried him 
three miles to safety only to find he 
had died on the way. He was awarded 
the Distinguished Conduct Medal. 

Private A.J. Haywood, aged 26, of 
Jessamine Cottage, Huntington, was 


employed as a capstan hand at Dor¬ 
man’s. He was killed at Passchendaele 
on November 10, the day before the 
Armistice was signed. 

Thirteen Dorman’s employees were 
decorated, awarded either the Mili¬ 
tary Medal or Distinguished Conduct 
Medal. One - Herbert John Mount- 
ford, of Brocton - received the French 
military decoration, the Croix de 
Guerre. 

Among the names of the survivors 
are the chairman’s nephews, Norman 
Haddon and his cousin William Had¬ 
don, who were apprentices at the firm. 

Certificate 

Dorman’s made its own huge con¬ 
tribution to the war effort, making the 
engines for the trench railways that 
took food and weapons to the Front 
and which carried back injured sol¬ 
diers to field hospitals. The company 
won the certificate to make prototypes 
in 1913 from the War Office. 

The Foregate Street site was wound 
down in the 1930s but the facade is 
still there, today housing a number of 
small businesses as part of the Paul 
Reynolds Centre. 

The Tixall Road factory was bought 
by Perkins, the biggest diesel engine 
manufacturers in the country, and is 
now owned by Caterpillar, although it 
retains the Perkins name.

Mineshafts 
probe plan 
puts back 
rail project 

WORK on a rail bridge to allow the multi-mil¬ 
lion pound electrification of the Chase Line 
has been suspended for more mineshaft in¬ 
vestigations. 

The bridge at Central Drive, Bloxwich, needs to be 
rebuilt and raised higher to enable cable installation 
as part of the £30 million scheme between Walsall 
and Rugeley. Work was due to be carried out by Net¬ 
work Rail. 

It was scheduled to run up 
until February, but bosses 
have revealed that it has 
been postponed. 

This is to allow investiga¬ 
tions into former mines in 
the area and it has not been 
confirmed when work on the 
scheme will resume. A road 
closure which was put in 
place recently has now been 
removed. 

Bloxwich councillor Fred 
Westley said he believed it 
could take until January 
before work could restart. 

“There is nothing you can 
do and all the safety checks 
need to be done,” he said. 

“We will have to wait and 
see what happens next.” 

A statement from Net¬ 
work Rail said: “Safety is 
paramount and we will 
inform how the bridge re-

placement proceeds as we 
work to overcome these 
challenges.” 

It is one of the bridges 
which needs to be rebuilt as 
part of the electrification of 
the line to enable overhead 
power cables to be installed. 

This has already been 
carried out in Broad Lane, 
Bloxwich, and a similar 
scheme is also being under¬ 
taken in North Street, Wal¬ 
sall, near to the Wisemore 
College campus. 

It is a main route in and 
out of the town and diver¬ 
sions are in place. It also 
recently emerged that some 
of the track will have to be 
lowered, causing disruption 
for train commuters.

Infiniti sold very few cars in the 
UK last year but you can ex¬ 
pect to see a lot more on our 
roads with the arrival of a tur¬ 
bocharged petrol version of the 
Q50 premium sports saloon. 

For the confused readers Infiniti 
is Nissan’s up-market offering - the 
same relationship as Lexus has to 
Toyota. 

And if you haven’t seen one on the road 
you will have seen the name splashed 
across the side of the Red Bull FI team - 
which means the company is serious about 
exposure. 

The Q50 is a mid-size, rear-drive saloon 
launched to take the opposition head-on at 


BMW, Audi and Mercedes. And that’s go¬ 
ing to be no easy task. 

The Japanese luxury car producer is de¬ 
termined to increase market share in the 
next year and the Q50 is set to become 
their best seller. 

It is already available with a 2.2-litre die¬ 
sel engine or a direct response 3.5-litre 
petrol/electric hybrid drivetrain. 

And there are three trim levels for the 
diesel models - SE, Premium and Sport, 
with the Hybrid available in one, fully 
equipped form only. 

The Infiniti may be a rare sight on our 
roads at the moment but the new petrol 
option will appeal to a new customer base.

Prius+, Europe’s market-leading seven-seat 
hybrid MPV, is being re-groomed for 2015 
with new styling details, equipment features 
and colour choices. The first major changes 
for Prius+ since launch in 2012 give the car 
a stronger look that takes up Toyota’s latest 
design cues. 

The revised front-end features a new upper grille 
and a more prominent Toyota badge that extends the 
forward line of the bonnet. There are new LED head¬ 
lights, too, which use a cylindrical projector for both 
high and low beam. Their slim profile and contrasting 
black and chrome plating give Prius+ a distinctive 
sharp-eyed appearance. 

The lower grille adopts the trapezoid shape that’s a com¬ 
mon feature of the latest Toyota models. With a gloss black 
metallic finish, it adds emphasis to the car’s broad stance. 
The impression of width is reinforced by a re-working of the 
bumper corners, given extra emphasis in a flowing form that 
extends from the headlights to the new air intakes and LED 
daytime running lights. 

At the rear there’s a new combination lamp design with 
“light guide” treatment and red inner lenses that give the car 
an individual lighting signature. Following the styling themes 
adopted at the front, there is a new licence plate trim and 
bumper with an integrated diffuser. 

In Europe, two new body colours will be available: Dark 
Sherry metallic and Attitude Black mica (details of UK col¬ 
ours will be announced later). 

Changes in the cabin include a dark silver metallic finish 
for the driver’s switchgear and the air conditioning dial con¬ 
trol and a chrome finish for the door handles. 

There are two new chrome-trimmed, slim-line air vents 
in the centre console and a new 4.2-inch colour TFT infor¬ 
mation screen, controlled using switchgear on the steering 
wheel. 


Maximise 

As well as basic information such as clock, trip indicator, 
cruising range fuel consumption, the screen also displays 
the Hybrid System Indicator and Energy monitor - features 
common to all Toyota hybrids. It also provides a new “Eco 
Judge” function, designed to help the driver maximise 
the powertrain’s efficiency, giving a points score for their 
eco-driving style. 

The screen will also mirror the settings for the air condi¬ 
tioning and audio settings, keeping them in the driver’s line 
of sight when on the move. 

The 2015 Prius+ is fitted as standard with the Toyota 
Touch 2 multimedia system, including touchscreen control, 
Bluetooth and reversing camera. This can be upgraded - 
Toyota Touch 2 with Go - to provide additional satellite navi¬ 
gation, live traffic information and, via Toyota’s online portal, 
an expanded range of connected services, text-to-speech 
function and 3D city modelling with landmark graphics. 

The equipment upgrade extends to the availability of elec¬ 
tric seat adjustment, a front centre armrest and Intelligent 
Park Assist. 

Safety features have also been improved with the intro¬ 
duction of an emergency brake signal, which triggers all 
side indicators in the event of sudden braking. Hill-start As¬ 
sist Control is automatically activated when the car detects 
an uphill gradient. 

Toyota has also improved Prius-i- ride and handling, mak¬ 
ing adjustments to the suspension damping force. New 
sound absorption material has been introduced in the side 
of the rear compartment to reduce noise intrusion in the 
cabin. 

The hybrid powertrain has been upgraded to comply with 
Euro6 emissions standards.

And while Clarke’s winner ended the 32- 
day tenure of Darki Milanic - and in doing 
so eclipsing Brian Clough’s 44 days as the 
shortest-serving Leeds boss amid the cha¬ 
otic reign of controversial Italian owner 
Massimo Cellino - Wolves marched on.
